SUMMARY OF THE BOARD MEETING 
Irving, Texas 
March 15 and 16, 1985 


1, The By-Laws have been modified regarding membership and 
this will now be implemented. We will have two classes 
of membership. Those who have US Zip codes and those 
who do not have such Zip codes. The latter will be 
named International’ members. 


2. John Swafford, W4HU, has been elected Chairman of the 
1985 Nominating Committee. His committee will be: Al 
Smith, WAPEX, Ken Rowe, K9PZ0 and, Beulah Barrick, 
WENLM, 


3. The 1985 election ballots will be handled in the same 
manner as last year, using postage paid ballots. 


4, The QCWA Membership Directory wil! be published and 
mailed to all Full Members and subscribers. 


5. Officers and Directors will take office on September 1, 
following their notification of election. 


6. At the annual meeting, the Board will conduct an open 
forum during the board meeting period, In the past 
this has been held at the end of the Board meetings. 


7. Membership continues to interest the Board and with the 
new Chapter report form the Board is obtaining a great 
deal of information which will help with improving the 
Chapters and increasing membership. A committee is ex- 
amining the reports and will share the results with the 
chapters. 


8, The Board voted to award the ROLL OF HONOR AWARD to 
Bud Waite, W2ZK, posthumously. 


9. A number of actions involving filings before the FCC 
were adopted. The reduced code speed proposal has been 
held in abeyance. We will file concerning the 160 
meter band, and also in support of a petition asking 
the FCC to reconsider their decision involving inter- 
pretation of Public law governing rules for volunteer 
examiners... There is another petition requesting a 
change in Cable TV radiation standards and the QCWA 
will file regarding this matter. 


10. A computer system is being contemplated for Headquart- 
ers to speed up processing of records and to allow, in 
the future, communications between Chapters and HQ. 
Our present system is becoming quite a problem 


11. A new plastic Life Member identification card is being 
produced and will be mailed to all Life Members in the 
near future. 


12. The 1985 Convention has been moved to Winston-Salem, 
NC and is to be held September 26 through 29, 1985, 


13. the Memorial Scholarship Fund is growing slowly and 
we hope to reach the $50,000 mark this year. This 
year will see seven Scholarships granted, 


14, Two new Chapters were chartered. Royal Palm, #152, 


and Crater Lake Chapter #153. 


15. An open QSO PARTY will be held this fall in which we 
will contact potential members of QCWA and invite 
them to become members. 


16. A Chapter Handbook was produced and a Convention 
Booklet was developed. Both of these have been mail- 
ed to all Chapters for their use. 


17. Advertising in other amateur publication will be ex- 
amined with the thought of enhancing the image of 
QCWA though advertising in as many as possible.

NOT _FOR PROFIT TAX DISCUSSION 


With the fairly recent accent by the IRS on closing up 
tax loopholes, we have all become familiar with the IRS 
Form 1099 and the fact that savings accounts are not tax 
sheltered. banks are required to file a report on Interest 
paid and do so. Inevitably our tax returns face possible 
review via computer, and interest income must be reported. 


This problem affects QCWA Chapters who have been fortu- 
nate to accumulate a few dollars, or who have Life Member- 
ship escrows deposited to earn a few dollars. In the past 
these minor sums went unreported but it is not possible to 
do this any more. Upon being questioned about the matter 
by Central New Jersey Chapter, HQ has investigated and made 
an attempt to determine just what a Chapter should do with 
respect to such earnings. 


The parent organization National QCWA, is chartered as a 
Not-For-Profit tax exempt organization under Section 50} 
(c) (3) of IRS Rules. This status does not include individ- 
ual chapters. The separate chapters could, under certain 
circumstances, be so included, but this has not been under~ 
taken as yet. In general, individual Chapters will find 
that attempting to qualify for 501 (c)(3) status is diffi- 
cult and probably not reasonably possible. There is a way, 
however for individual Chapters to work out of the situa- 
tion. The IRS has a number of standards for non-profit 
status to be achieved. Local Chapters may obtain non-prof- 
it status under Section 50] (c)(10) of IRS Rules. To qual- 
ify, each Chapter must apply for recognition on Federal Tax 
Form 1024. To do this, you must have financial records for 
the past three (3) years, have a Constitution and By-Laws & 
a letter from National QCWA certifying that you are a sub- 
ordinate chapter, closely constituted and operating under 
jurisdiction of QCWA Inc. This non-profit designation is 
termed "Domestic Fraternal Organization". When so classi- 
fied under the Chapter system, dues to the Chapter are tax 
deductible as charitable contributions, but only if new 
earnings are devoted exclusively to religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, educational and fraternal purposes. 


the process is fairly long but may be rewarding particu- 
larly if you have good legal or accounting experienced mem- 
bers in your Chapter. By establishing yourself as a tax 
exempt Chapter of QCWA, you will have become a legal entity 
and will have to accept the responsibilities that go with 
that status. You will have to keep adequate records and 
file an annual tax return (IRS 990), even though no tax Is 
due. You will be able to notify the bank in which you de~ 
poisit your funds that you are tax-exempt and as such are 
not subject to with-holding of interest payments to your 
account. 


HQ has IRS 1024 forms on hand and wil! help you if you 
desire to follow this route. You may already have a tax- 
number, if not, the 1024 application, when processed by the 
IRS, will assign a tax number to your Chapter. 


The only other way such funds can be handled 1s for the 
Chapter Treasurer to use his own tax number (SS) and have 
the account in his or her name, paying a tax on the funds, 
This system should be discontinued since it places an un- 
fair burden on the treasurer. Each Chapter should work to 


establish its identity under existing tax laws.

The decline in the sunspot cycle, with the worst yet to 
come for the HF DXer, is moving many operators to begin in- 
quiring about the use of AMSAT-OSCAR 10 satellite. in ad- 
dition, a number of QCWA members have written to observe 
that with the semi-geostationary capabilities of AMSAT- 
OSCAR 10 combined with those of the forthcoming AMSAT Phase 
3C Project (launch presently scheduled for mid-1986), the 
U.S. Amateur community should have virtually 24-hours/day 
worldwide DX coverage via Amateur communications satellites. 
The Amateur Radio Space Age is truly Just beginning!

WHAT ANTENNA DO YOU USE FOR WORKING THE SATELLITE? 


On the receive (i.e., downlink) side | am presently using 
the 2-meter KLM-22C, This is a cross-polarized yagi antenna 
with a 19 foot boom. Other popular antennae are the 2-meter 
KLN-I4C and the Cushcraft All4-20T. this Is not andorse-* 
ment. You should select an antenna that your budget and 
roof space will allow. Note: The Cushcraft 144-I0T is 
generally considered somewhat small for working a semi~ 
geostationary satellite such as AMSAT-OSCAR 10, however, it 
has been used successfully for portable satellite operation. 


On the transmit (i.e., uplink) side | use a KLM 435-18C 
cross-polarized yagi antenna. When the Michigan weather 
cooperates, | plan to change this to the new KLM-435-4OCX, 
The longer boom on this antenna (14 feet vs 7 feet for the 
KLM-18C) will give me the higher gain necessary to work QRP 
CWon the bird. Cushcraft also makes a-435 MHz. cross-po- 
larized yagi which is popular, The two antenna should be 
connected using a short, non-conducting (e.g. fibreglass) 
boom, These are also available from KLM. 


ARE CROSS-POLARIZED YAGI ANTENNA REQUIRED FOR SATELLITE 
COMMUNICATIONS? 


Although circular polarization is recommended for space 
communicattons, it also performs well in regular use, es~ 


pecially for working mobile stations. It is not, however, 
required. Any beam antenna, either horizontal or vertical, 
will work providing it has at least 10-13 dB of forward 
gain. 


CAN TECHNICIAN CLASS AMATEURS WORK INTERNATIONAL DX ON 
VOICE VIA SATELLITE? 


They certainly can, and you will hear a number of them 
who are very active and obviously having a great time! It 
is suggested that if you are a technician working ssb DX 
for the first time and you encounter a DX station with I {m= 
ited capabilities in the English language, that you remem= 
ber to speak slowly and distinctly. 


DO YOU HAVE TO BE AN AMSAT MEMBER TO OPERATE THOUGH THE 
SATELLITE? 


AMSAT members’ S not a requirement, but the support is 
certainly appreciated! Your tax-deductible contributions 
keep the Amateur Space Program moving and growing, In 
addition, AMSAT membership brings you bi-monthly issues of 
the excellent new.publication, AMSAT Satellite Journal. 


CAN SSTV_BE USED ON THE SATELLITE? 


SSB-generated.SSTV is authorized for use on AMSAT-OSCAR 
10. Becasue of the high-duty cycle of this mode, users are 
asked to utilize the calling frequency approach similar to 
that found on 14.230 MHz (when the band is open). The call- 
ing frequency for SSTV on AO-10 is 145,888 MHz on the down- 
link. 


WHAT ABOUT RTTY? 


Most RTTY activity on the satellite can be found in the 
vicinity of 145.880 MHz on the downlink.

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COMMUNICATORS OPERATIONS 


As 1 write, the 1984-85 contest season is just concluding 
and, as you read this, the 1985-86 season is not far away. 
In particular, the first QCWA Invitation Party is right 
around the corner (see page 38 of this issue of QCWA NEWS 
for full details). The Invitational Party will differ from 
our traditional QCWA QSO Parties in that it will be an open 
contest. We are inviting non-members to work us. Since 
one of the purposes is to acquaint non-members with QCWA, 
it behooves us to make the best impression we can, The 
Rules of good contest operating are really just the rules 
of good operating in general,. Let's look at a few.... 


First and foremost, the mark of a good operator is cour~ 
tesy. Vic Clark, WAKFC, was one of the best contest opera- 
tors of all time. It is no coincidence that he was also 
one of the most courteous. Courtesy means treating each 
station worked as you would like to be treated. Vic did 
that. Everytime | worked him | came away with the feeling 
that he was glad to work me, It isn't something that can 
be easily put into words, but it is a goal to.work toward. 
Courtesy First! 


Calling stations. Although 
keep in mind that the station 
his own call; he doesa't know 
time telling him something he already knows, Send his call 
once, or not at all, and give him your call. And, if con- 
ditions are good, send you call only once or twice. If he 
doesn't come back, give him another short call, Long calls 
only clutter up the frequency. Try short calls; They work 
best! 


Contest Exchanges. Make things easy on the other opera- 
tor by sending the elements of the exchange in standard 


it may seem elementary, please 
you are calling already knows 
your call. So, don't waste 


order. Normally sending "RST" before "'579"' or "OTH" before 
"Californial’ os a waste of time. ''579 Calif" conveys the 
same information in half the time. The receiving operator 


knows what is coming because you are sending in standard 
order. 


Repeats. | suggest sending everything in the exchange 
once. If your feel for the frequency or the receiving op- 


erator makes you think a repeat is appropriate, go ahead. 
But, the guys out there are better than you might think, and 
about 95% of the time they will get it the first time. 
Sending everything twice or more just wastes time. 


599. The standard contest report has become 59 or 599, 
but there is no rule mandating its use: 599 makes every- 
thing go quicker. For instance, there is no reason for 
ever sending 599 twice when sending the exchange. On the 
other hand, 599 is certainly a lie most of the time. If 
you want to give an accurate signal report, by all means do 
so. But, please take a look at the R portion of the RST 
chart. It is silly to give a station a 559 report and then 
have to hask for repeats when a 359 would have been more 
appropriate. Personally | go with the flow and use 599 
except when there is a signal defect such as key-clicks or 
hum, and then | report accurately. 


Phonetics. Generally, cute phonetics aren't. And, more 
importantly, they are not very effective. | recommend the 
standard International Telecommunications Union phonetics 
(Alpha, Bravo, Charlie, etc.). A lot of effort went into 
developing this list. It is particularly effective with 
operators whose native language is not English. Don't waste 
time sending the other guy's call phonetically. Remember, 
he already knows his call! 


A Final Word, When operating a contest, keep a dupe 
sheet. Most contests penalize heavily for duplicate con- 
tacts. More importantly, calling a guy for a second {or 
third, etc.) contact wastes both his and your time, Dupe 
sheets are easy to keep and will save a lot of useless 
clutter. ‘(Anyone wanting a blank dupe sheet and instruc- 
tions, polease send me an SASE. 


More information on the finer points of contest operating 
can be found in Chapter 7 of the ARRL Operating Manual (1980) 
and in The Contest Cookbook by Bill Zachary, N6OP. Both are 
excellent and highly recommended. If you are going to do 


it, you might as well do it right.

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QCWA FIRST YEAR OF LICENSE 


Two years ago QCWA began the underteking of making a fair 
and correct determination of the first year of licensing 
for each QCWA member on our Roster of Members, The work 
began In connection with establishing an automatic Issu- 
ance of Golden Awards to Members. |t has turned into a 
very large job and one fraught with the possibility of many 
errors. For some time now we have been publishing the re- 
sults of our work on the mailing labels which are produced 
to mail QCWA NEWS to members. A two-digit number appears 
on many, such as 29 - indicating the first year of licen- 
sing has been determined to be 1929. We have requested all 
members who see such numbers to check them and advise If 
they disagree, in which event, proof of a different year of 
first licensing, if furnished, will get it changed quickly. 
We have received several such proofs. 


It has occurred to us that we should put down just what 
we do, and just what happens as we review the records for 
every individual QCWA Member, Very often, especially in 
the early years of QCWA formation, there appears to have 
been little, if any check made :to determine the first year 
of licensing and many errors have been found. In some of 
the cases, it is apparent that the calls held in the early 
1920's may have been forgotten, with no record in any call- 
book of some members, or the calls they listed. There is 

a hand-writing problem too - wherein we sometimes cannot 
decipher characters in calls listed. Never the less, we 
spend a good deal of time with each member checking and back 
checking to insure that we give credit for the earliest 

date for which we can see evidence that a member was |i- 
censed, 


In every case, we observe previous QCWA judgements in so 
far as the QCWA Golden Awards are concerned. If, for in- 
stance, a member was issued a Golden Award in 1972, based 
on being licensed in 1922, this is honored and subsequent 
Golden Awards will be issued at 5-year intervals upon re- 
quest, without proof of licensing. However, if in this 
case, we find that actually, the license was not received 
until 1924 (first printed evidence available) that is the 
date that will appear for first licensing. We make the 
assumption that the original Golden Award may have been 
issued because of the member holding an Operators license 
only ~ for which there is no documentary proof available to 
us except that provided by the member. 


We ask that you check your new Directory, if the first 
year of licensing is shown, check it to see if it is right. 
If not, provide proof of the correct year and we will see 
that the record is corrected. If no date is shown, mail us 
proof of your first year of licensing - that way we will 
get it done sooner, and correct the first time. 


In all of the history of Amateur Radio, no organization 
has undertaken such a task ~ remember, when we put a year 
after your name we are guaranteeing to the World that we 
have seen printed evidence and are testifying to the fact 
that you were licensed in the year shown. The records of 
all new members in QCWA have been so treated for the past 
two years and the records of our older members are nearly 
complete now. What remains is to finish up as soon as we 
possibly can and your help will be appreciated. Should you 
send help or corrections, remember, we must have printed 
proof - don't send us a statement that "if you ask Pete, 
he'll tell you | was licensed in [921"..... we must have 
written proof. We will accept a statement given by another 
person, stating clearly that they knew that you were a 
licensed amateur in the year 1921, as proof, but -- remem- 
ber, they must say ‘'LICENSED''. .operating with a Ford 
coil and bootlegging does not count....the only thing that 
counts 1s LICENSED AMATEUR OPERATION! 


QCWA'’has accepted the U. S. Navy Certificates issued in 
1910, as licenses. Strictly they were not licenses as we 
know them now, but they did state that the person had been 
examined and was competent....we deem these equivalent to 
the Amateur Licenses which were first issued in December, 
1912. 


As we are nearing the end of the first go-round in this 


activity, our heads are bruised and ali, but we believe the 
work has been worth the trouble. It is a service of QCWA 
and QCWA alone - no one else has done it, and considering 
the problems, we'd be slow to undertake it again! Finally, 
we will be continuing this work from now on out - we may, 
from time to time make corrections which may change your 
first year of licensing, as we determine it to be. Watch 
for changes, watch for errors, let Us hear from you! 


One last remark - We often receive letters from our older 
members stating that "I! sent in proof when | joined QCWA''. 
This does not help - So far in the first 3000 members who 
Joined QCWA, we have net found more than two cases where 
some sort of proof which might have been sent in still re- 
mains in QCWA files. All such material must have been dis- 


carded. At any rate, it no longer exists. So, when send- 
ing proof, be certain that documentary proof is, sent - we 
now attach it to your application material, it will not be 
lost again.

After you unpack your 
computer and iary equipment, put it all together, and 
get over the initial fear of the thing, it will become more 
and more friendly. Before too long, you'll be controlling 
the computer rather than the computer controlling you! 

That's when the fun begins. Even if you don't want to 
get into programming, there are hundreds of ready-made 
programs for amateur and electronic applications. Many of 
these have been developed by commercial software fi: and 
professional programmers, and, rightly so, are copyrighted 
and restricted for use only by the original purchaser. 

Most programs for amateur radio are available as 
“public domain" programs. Public domain programs are those 
which have been around so long that nobody can claim 
exclusive authorship. Other public domain programs have 
been "donated" by their authors for use by anyone who wants 
them, provided that they are not incorporated into material 
offered for sale, 

People who are seriously into computing have collected 
many public domain programs an¢ are willing to pass them 
on, These programs can be copied right on to your own disk 
or cassette and added to your library. Computer User Groups 
(a fancy name for computer clubs) usually have libraries of 
useful programs for their members, Join one if there is 
one in your area. 

Community Bulletin Boards are another neat way to add 
to your program library. These are usually sponsored or 
owned by a computer group. If your computer has a modem as 
an-accessory, you can connect directly to a landiine 
through your own telephone system, dial an appropriate 
number, and get connected to another computer. Now you can 
communicate with this computer, leave or receive messages, 
copy programs from their library, and (pseudo ham radio) 
get involved in round table finger ragchews. Cautio: 
although it's all legal, your local phone company will 
charge you its usual rates if the call is outside your 
local calling area. 

Many amateur radio computer groups are now 
establishing radio bulletin boards with services similar to 
the landline bulletin boards. You can access them on the 
air with your rig-connected computer. However, some will 
require a membership fee, and often assign special access 
codes or other safeguards to keep them from being abused. 

Programs can also be found in magazines and books. 
Many amateur radio magazines carry programs that can be 
typed into your computer and saved, In my library is an 
antenna manual by Joe Carr, K4TPV, that not only has pages 
and pages of useful antenna tables, but also carries the 
programs he developed to compile this data. 


Some of the more useful amateur radio programs are: 
. Log keeping programs, with instant dupe spotting. 
Antenna system dimensions, spacing, matching, swr. 
Design of power supplies, amplifiers, pi networks. 
Great circle beam headings for your location, 
. Ohm's law, impedances, filters, attenuators, etc. 
ee Just about anything else electronic you can think of. 

Once you have an extensive library of programs that 
you've learned to use, you'll have a command of your hobby 
that you never dreamed of. It's a real sense of personal 
accomplishment. to use your computer power to solve many 
difficult technical problems quickly. If you're an avid 
contester, a log keeping program is a real time saver! 


OSCAR CO! TIONS MADE EASY WITH A COMPUTER! 


If you're interested in amateur satellite 
coimunications, as many of us are, you will agree that 
trying to determine when OSCAR is coming over the horizon 
and where to aim your antenna can be quite frustrating. 
Orbit and tracking charts are available from various 


sources, but they still require some additional 
calculations to be useful. For instance, you'll need to 
convert. some data to fit your own specific location. 

Comes the computer to the rescue! Can you imagine a 
program that will tell you when OSCAR is coming over the 
horizon and where to aim your antenna to catch him from 
your own QIN? Just key in the day, time and how often you 
need another checkpoint. Instantly you get a screen display 
or a printout that gives azimuth and elevation data to keep 
your antenna pointing at OSCAR, What's more, you'll have a 
new bearing for each time interval you specified, such as 
every ten minutes, every half hour, or even every one 
minute if you need it. 

This magic program also contains orbit and tracking 
information for six other satellites, including the Russian 
"R" group. The Keplerian data is built in for one calendar 
year, plus a 13th month for the following January. ° The 
program can be modified to enter new satellites or upgrade 
data. Your own latitude, longitude and height above MSL, 
(if you know them) is entered once when you receive your 
program. All tracking data is automatically converted to 
your home location. 

I've found it helpful to print out a 24-hour period 
(intervals of one hour) to see when OSCAR will be visiting 
my QTH. When I've found the time of day for his approach, 
I ask the computer for a more detailed set of bearings for 
the time he's flying by. 

This program is available from AMSAT, P.O. Box 27, 
shington, D.C. 20044. It was developed by Thomas A. 
ark, W3INT, assisted by Larry Papke, WBSMPU. I have the 
Apple II version, modified by Dr. William McCaa, KORZ.

Annual Chapter Reports 


Thoughts on the relationship between QCWA 
Chapters and QCWA Inc. 


In the early days following formation of 
QCWA, the organization was strictly a local 
group of amateurs, pioneers in communications 
living in the New York area. A few members 
had joined QCWA in time to be included in the 
Charter membership group, who were located at 
Gistances which made it essentially impossi- 
ble to attend regular QCWA meetings. As time 
went on, these remotely located members saw 
the need for local Chapters of QCWA through 
which fellowship could be attained as was the 
circumstances around which the New York City 
members found pleasure with those of like in- 
terests. In due time the founding fathers 
took the steps necessary to permit establish- 
ing chapters remote from the home of QCWA. 
Changes in the by-laws were adopted whereby 
Chapters could be chartered. The general 
rules by which could be done were written in 
article VI, of the QCWA By-Laws, and are es- 
sentially unchanged to this day. The. rules 
under which Charters are granted are: 


(a) Each Chapter member must be and con- 
tinue to be a member in good standing 
of OCWA Inc 


(b) The Chapter must have at least ten 
members residing in the same geograph- 
ical area 


(c) The Constitution s By-Laws of each 
Chapter must be consistent with the 
principles of the Constitution and By- 
Laws of QCWA Inc 


(a) Each Chapter shall elect a President/ 
Chairman and other officers as required 
to conduct the business of the Chapter. 
The Secretary shall correspond with 
QCWA Headquarters Office and keep the 
General Manager informed of current in- 
formation regarding the Chapter. 


(e) Each Chapter may have such local bus- 
iness or social meetings as it wishes 
and for such purposes as are within 
the spirit of QCWA Inc 


{£) QCWA Chapters may not become associ- 
ated and/or affiliated with any other 
organization without prior approval of 
the QCWA Board of Directors. 


We are going into this review of informa- 
tion in order that it be abundantly clear that 
there is a strong tie mandated by issuance of 
a Charter, between each Chapter and QCWA Inc. 


The Board of Directors of QCWA recogniz- 
ing this tie, have been searching for means 
by which it might assist Chapters to be more 
appealing to membership - to enhance Chapter 
value and interest. To do this, a question- 
naire was prepared and sent to Chapter Offi- 
cers, asking their cooperation in providing 
answers which could be passed on to benefit 
all QCWA Chapters. The response has been 
good, but a number of Chapters have not seen 
fit to acknowledge receipt of the question- 
naire. This review has been written by way 
of an explanation of the questionnaire and to 
request each Chapter that has not replied, to 
do so as promptly as possible. eee =

Ralph Ernstein, W6SPQ, began collecting in 1945 right af- 
ter a 34 year stint in the Airforce, seeing many old sets 
going for almost nothing prompted his efforts.

SUMMARY OF THE BOARD MEETING 
Irving, Texas 
March 15 and 16, 1985 


The By-Laws have been modified regarding membership and 
this will now be implemented. We wil] have two classes 
of membership. Those who have US Zip codes and those 
who do not have such Zip codes. The latter will be 
named International" members. 


John Swafford, W4HU, has been elected Chairman of the 
1985 Nominating Committee. His committee will be: Al 
Smith, WAPEX, Ken Rowe, K9PZD and, Beulah Barrick, 
WONLM. 


The 1985 election ballots will be handled in the same 
manner as last year, using postage paid ballots. 


The QCWA Membership Directory will be published and 
mailed to all Full Members and subscribers. 


Officers and Directors will take office on September 1, 
following their notification of election. 


At the annual meeting, the Board will conduct an open 
forum during the board meeting period. In the past 
this has been held at the end of the Board meetings. 


Membership continues to interest the Board and with the 
new Chapter report form the Board is obtaining a great 
deal of information which will help with improving the 
Chapters and increasing membership. A committee is ex- 
amining the reports and will share the results with the 
chapters. 


The Board voted to award the ROLL OF HONOR AWARD to 
Bud Waite, W2ZK, posthumously. 


A number of actions involving filings before the FCC 
were adopted. The reduced code speed proposal has been 
held in abeyance. We will file concerning the 160 
meter band, and also in support of a petition asking 
the FCC to reconsider their decision involving inter- 
pretation of Public law governing rules for volunteer 
examiners. There is another petition requesting a 
change in Cable TV radiation standards and the QCWA 
will file regarding this matter. 


A computer system is being contemplated for Headquart- 
ers to speed up processing of records and to allow, in 
the future, communications between Chapters and HQ. 
Our present system is becoming quite a problem 


A new plastic Life Member identification card is being 
produced and will be mailed to all Life Members in the 
near future. 


The 1985 Convention has been moved to Winston-Salem, 
NC and is to be held September 26 through 29, 1985.

NOT _FOR PROFIT TAX DISCUSSION 


With the fairly recent accent by the IRS on closing up 
tax loopholes, we have all become familiar with the IRS 
Form 1099 and the fact that savings accounts are not tax 
sheltered. banks are required to file a report on interest 
paid and do so. Inevitably our tax returns face possible 
review via computer, and interest income must be reported. 


This problem affects QCWA Chapters who have been fortu- 
nate to accumulate a few dollars, or who have Life Member- 
ship escrows deposited to earn a few dollars, In the past 
these minor sums went unreported but it is not possible to 
do this any more. Upon being questioned about the matter 
by Central New Jersey Chapter, HQ has investigated and made 
an attempt to determine just what a Chapter should do with 
respect to such earnings. 


The parent organization National QCWA, is chartered as a 
Not-For-Profit tax exempt organization under Section 501 
(c) (3) of IRS Rules. This status does not include individ- 
ual chapters. The separate chapters could, under certain 
circumstances, be so included, but this has not been under- 
taken as yet. In general, individual Chapters will find 
that attempting to qualify for 501 (c)(3) status is diffi- 
cult and probably not reasonably possible. There is a way, 
however for individual Chapters to work out of the situa- 
tion. The IRS has a number of standards for non-profit 
status to be achieved. Local Chapters may obtain non-prof- 
it status under Section 501 (c)(10) of IRS Rules. To qual- 
ify, each Chapter must apply for recognition on Federal Tax 
Form 1024, To do this, you must have financial records for 
the past three (3) years, have a Constitution and By-Laws & 
a letter from National QCWA certifying that you are a sub- 
ordinate chapter, closely constituted and operating under 
jurisdiction of QCWA Inc. This non-profit designation is 
termed "Domestic Fraternal Organization''. When so clas: 
fied under the Chapter system, dues to the Chapter are tax 
deductible as charitable contributions, but only if new 
earnings are devoted exclusively to religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, educational and fraternal purposes. 


The process is fairly long but may be rewarding particu- 
larly If you have good legal or accounting experienced mem- 
bers in your Chapter. By establishing yourself as a tax 
exempt Chapter of QCWA, you will have become a legal entity 
and will have to accept the responsibilities that go with 
that status. You will have to keep adequate records and 
file an annual tax return (IRS 990), even though no tax Is 
due. You will be able to notify the bank in which you de~ 
poisit your funds that you are tax-exempt and as such are 
not subject to with-holding of interest payments to your 
account. 


HQ has IRS 1024 forms on hand and will help you if you 
desire to follow this route. You may already have a tax- 
number, if not, the 1024 application, when processed by the 
IRS, will assign a tax number to your Chapter. 


The only other way such funds can be handled is for the 
Chapter Treasurer to use his own tax number (SS) and have 
the account In his or her name, paying a tax on the funds. 
This system should be discontinued since it places an un- 
fair burden on the treasurer. Each Chapter should work to 
establish its identity under existing tax laws.

Applicants for QCWA membership must have held an 
amateur license at least 25 years previous to and 
at the time of application for membership. It is 
not required that a license be held for the whole 
25 years. Proof of cligibility must be provided. 
Headquarters has a library of callbooks from the 
old time that can be used in many cases. A re- 
quest for information will bring a prompt return 
letter! An entry fee of $3, is charged to each 
new member plus dues in accordance with the dues 
schedule printed on the Editors Page in this is- 
sue of QCWA NEWS. 


The QCWA dues schedule permits membership fees to 
be paid in just about any way suitable to you. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order are issued 
to each member. The numbers are never re-issued except to 
the same one to whom they were first issued, in the eventof 
re-instatement of lapsed membership. 


QCWA GOLDEN CERTIFICATES celebrating the 50th anniversary 
of licensing are issued to eligible members upon proof of 
such licensing. Note that members must provide proof, 
(Headquarters may be able.to assist by use of callbooks). 
The GOLDEN SO CERTIFICATE is issued upon request and with- 
out charge. 


55 - 60 - 65 and 70 YEAR GOLDEN CERTIFICATES ARE NO LONGER 
issued by QCWA, The certificates were identical, except 
for the period, with the 50-YEAR CERTIFICATES, and all of 
the information was identical for all certificates.
